A primary election will bo held 
on May Olh, ItKM, for the purposes 
hereinafter set out, In each and 
every vothiK preciiicl throu^;liont 
the t'umnioiiwealth of Kentucky, 55_5Z_ 
between tile hours of o'clock a.m. 
and 4 o'clock p. m. standard time, 
niiili r Ihe primary election law of 

this Sliile. 

That ill said primary all known 
Hi nioerals of lawful «){(', and all 
Di'iiiocnitic youths who will li.i of 
lawful age on tho :jd day of No- 
vember, 1903, shall b:; entitled lo 
vote. 

The officers of election shall be 
appointed by the Democratic Coun- 
ty Committees throughout tho 
Commonwealth, and shall in each 
county be apportioned among the 
contesting candidates as nearly 
equal as can be done. 

It shall be the dnty of tho oiTlcers 
of election in each and every vot- 
ing precluct throughout the state, 
at the close of the p dls, to count 
the ballots c.ist in their rigpeclive 
precincts, nnd lo certify to the 
Democratii! I oiinly C iiniiilttco of 
till ir counly the m sii I of the vote 
In detail, siivlii:; to i nch candidate

ballot suilis, all <|iie-tioned ballots 
as the law directs, to the Couuly 
Committee. 

It shall bo tho doty of the Dem- 
ocratic County Committee to meet 
at the County seat in their respec- 
tive counties on the 12lh day of 
May, 1003, and tabulate the result 
of the election In their respective 
c luuiles SB cerlifled by the officers 
of election in the various voting
